The explosion was so terrible, so 


much worse than expected, that even 
old and seasoned turners tried to take 
shelter with the visitors behind fence 
pqsts, trees and other slender ob- 
structions. 
The explosion was used 


to demonstrate the effect of an ex- 
plosion of coal dust caused by a blow- 
out of black powder. 


Two pounds of coal dust were de- 


posited 
for each foot of mine sur- 


tace, the surface employed being 1,- 
500 square feet 


Two attempts to explode the shot 


failed, but when the operator in the 
laboratory threw the switch the third 
time a rumbling was heard almost 
instantly from back in the 
mine, 


which increased in volume 
until a 


perfect inferno of flame and terrific 
detonations shot out from the mouth 
of the mine, great waves of burning 
exploding coal dust and smoke shot 
up 111 the air, lighting up the heavens 
for miles around. 
Miners, mine ex- 


perts and spectators hurled them- 
selves to the ground in fear or sought 
shelter behind the most slender ob- 
jects, some even 
crawling 
under 


wheelbarrows. 


Still the flames poured 
from the 


interior of the mine and rose higher 
and higher in the darkness, making 


j a scene \veird and awe inspiring. Then 
when the entries had ceased to belch 
forth fire, but while burning gases 
and smoke hovered 200 feet above 
the scene, one of the men oi the 
rescue crew, emitted a long "Hui- 
rah!" in a strong, shrill voice, and. 
with his tiny safety lamp twinkling in 
the darkness, rushed over the slight 
rise of giound in the direction of the 
mine entry 


The tension was relieved and men 


and women rose from the ground and 
came iiom their hiding places, shout- 
ed and shook hands jvith/ each other, 
slapped their neighbors on the back, 
regardless of acquaintanceship, and 
declared it was the greatest event of 
their lives.

mine entry to observe 
the havoc

powder in a mine. A blown out shot 
was the basic principle of the experi- 
ment, and the electric spark, flash- 
ed from the laboratory to the intend- 
ed shot in the mine, caused the ex- 
plosion. 


Fully 1,500 people journeyed to 


iTie scene on a Baltimore and Ohio 
train, which left the depot here one 
hour late 
As fast as they detrained 


at "Wallace Station they vvei e ushered 
into the mine passing through the 
main entry and out through the air 
course at the fan house. 
The dis- 


tance traversed is exactly J . o O O feet. 
The main entry has been driven 700 
feet into the mine, and at tho end of 
this rfiain entry the shot was placed 
for the purpose of extending 
the 


length of the entry. 


Visitors passed to this point ancl 


then back along the main 
entry a 


short distance, where they turned to 
the right and passed along 800 feet 
of the air course to the surface. 


As each person passed into the 


mine one of tho employes of the Bu- 
reau of Mines in miner's regalia called 
loudly "one" ami another employee 
with a piece of chalk registered the 
ligure on tho side of the main entry. 
Each visitor was thus numbered. 


This action was taken to insure an 


accounting of all who entered the 
mine. When all had passed through 
the mine a final inspection was made 
to see that all were out of the inter-| 


ntended to be fired was thoiough- 
ly tamped and the electiic wire was 
placed in, position. 


A low whistle announced that the 


men had come from the mine an-.l 
everything was now in readiness. Thj 
engineer sounded a number of whis- 
tles trom his station. Then Dr. Jos- 
eph A. Holmes Director of the Na- 
tional Bureau of Mines, firecl threo 
shots from a revolver from his sta- 
tion near the laboratory. The opei- 
ator at a switch inside of the laboi- 
atory shot the switch into place an-1 
every one held his breath. 


Several seconds passed, but still 


there was no explosion 
Men were 


then hurriedly sent into the mine 
to inspect the 700 teet of wire which 
should have cairieckthe electric spark 
to the black powder shot in the mine 
Again tho engineer blew ihis steam 
whistle, Dr Holmes filed the signal 
ol three shots and 
the switch was 


thrown by the opeiatoi, but no ex- 
plosion lesulted.

Dr. Franz Mueller of Vienna, who 


fell a victim to the bubonic plague 
when that disease was first under bac- 
teriological in* ostigation in that city 
iii 1897, contracted the malady from 
bacilli in culture tubes. When; he be- 
came certain that he was infected he 
immediately locked himself in an iso 
laled room and pasted a message ou a 
'nindowpane: 


"I am suffering from the plague. 


Please do not send a doctor to me, a^ 
in any event my end will come in four 
or five days."

much to live for and with full knowl 
edge of the chances to which they 
v ould expose themselves, stepped for- 
ward find not only offered their serv- 
ices, but in some cases begged to be 
sent to Dr. Mueller. The patient re- 
fused to permit it and died alone with- 
in the time predicted.

tei to lus parents and placed it against 
the window, so that it could be copied 
fioni the outside, and then burned the 
original with his own hands, fearful 
that it might be preserved and carry 
out the mysterious and deadlv germ.

A skirt with a contrasting piece about the bottom might give a 


disturbing sense of Inharmony every time the gaze rested upon it when 
one with long, graceful lines would enchant. 


But It Is particularly about the face that one needs to study the 


matter of composition. The lines of the hair, the lines of the collar the 
choice of a V, square or round neck, the style of revers, should all be 
considered In connection with the lines of the face
